The State Authorities Ready to 
Take Charge at Johnstown. 


A Few Bodies Reward the Efforts 
of the Searchers. 


Gen. Hastings to Issue a Proclamation To- 
Morrow—The Channei of Streams to Be 
Cleared First—Progress of the Work at 
the Cambria Iron Works—The Commis- 
sary Departments Operating Systematic- 
ally—Cost of Providing for the Wants of 
the Survivors — Trouble Over Chicago’s 
Relief Fand—Order Out of Chaos. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June 11.— Thie is the last 
day for clearing away the effects of the flood 
by the civil authorities. To-morrow the State 
takes hold ofthe stupendous work of restor- 
ing the valley to its condition before the flood 
and allwork done after to-day will be under 
the supervision of Adjutant-General Hastings. 
The volunteers who have so untiringly worked 
for the objectof restoring order will have 
finished their self-imposed task to-day. 
After twelve days of almost superhuman work 
by the army of volunteers, the State will 
assume its proper place in the work and do 
what every citizen of this commonwealth has 
known for days to be its duty. The weary and 
dreary succession of rainy days since the 
flood continues, and the day broke amidst a 
drizzling rain, wreck and ruin overall. With 
but dsingle exception every day here since 
the deluge has opened with rain, but while 
the rain has made the work more disagreeable 
it has had some good results. But for the al- 
most continuous rains the river at this 
point would have become too 
low and shallow to float away the 
debris that is fast being loosened and thrown 
into the river. The continued full stream has 
rendered the workof getting the wreakage 
away fromthe stone bridge much less arduous 
und much morespeedy. Again the rain has 
seemed to cool theair and temper the hot 
rays of a June sun. Had there been such 
weather as prevailed yesterday afternoon, 
hot and exhauating, itis believed by many 
that it would have been impossible to eon- 
tinue the work of searching for the dead. 
Even asit is, the fumes arising from the de- 
composing bodies of persens and animals are 
most offensive and 

AT TIMES ALMOST OVERPOWERING. 

So notable has this become that each gang of 
men searching for the dead carries quantities 
of disinfectants and when a body is located 
the vicinity is thoroughly saturated with dis- 
infectant. By this means the work, which 
otberwise would be unbearable, is less offen- 
sive. The borror of the situation has not di- 
minishea, but rather grows. The search for 
the dead continues and in all sections and di- 
rections the dead are being found. Numbers 
of bodies are now coming to the surface of the 
waters and those whose work has 
made them competent judges say as 
many more bodies as have been found are 
lying somewhere. In many unexpected places 
bodies are hourly being found, and where 
this will end no human mind can guess. At 7 
o’clock the monotonous work began, and as 
the day advanced the sun came out and the 
morning hours were hot and muggy. The 
fires that had been kindled among the timber 
near the stone bridge were quenched by the 
rain, and the valley was filled with steam and 
ill-smelling vapors. 

An exodus setin here to-day which, before 
the day closes, will have reduced the number 
ot men now nere by many hundreds. The 
willing and hard-working volunteer laborers 
began to leave early this morning, and the 
train leaving here at 8 a. m. took over 400 


away. Ihis is merely the beginning of the 
great outpouring that will set in to-morrow 
and many are leaving to-day to avoid the rush 
to-morrow. Among those who left this 
morning were 150 laborers from the Hartman 
Steel Co., Beaver Falls. They said they would 
not work for $1.50 for Gen. Hastings or any- 
body else. Itis the general opinion here that 
Gen. Hastings has made a mistake in offering 
less to the men than paid at present—$2—and 
that the result will be 
A TEMPORARY CESSATION OF WORK. 

One of the first things to be done by Gen. 
Hastings will be to discharge the 800 police- 
men now doing duty here. In this connec- 
tion there ia likely to be much hard talk. It 
has been decided they should not be paid out 
of the relief fund, but that the county, whose 
Sheriff deputized them, sbould pay for their 
services. Some persons look for trouble from 
this source, but this is credited by but few, the 
general opinion 13 the question will be 
amicably settled. Alithe men employed by 
Booth and Flinn will be paid off to-day and 
discharged and transportation furnished for 
as many as do not wish to work for the State 
at $1.50 per day. Anumber of the men will 
remain but the great majority will leave. 

A number of the proprietors of stores are 
hurrying to get their places of business in 
order and open up. Already a number have 
done so, and this has done much to encourage 
others. A more cheerful and hopeful 1 
prevails and is daily increasing. The wor 
all oyer the vailey is being pushed to-day with 
vigor as if the present force were trying to 
show how much they could do. 

The channel of the river above the stone 
bridge is being fast cleaned, and while com- 

aratively little impression has been made on 

he great mass of debris near the bridge the 
results along the channel are very marked, 
ROUGH ON THE REPORTERS. 

Notwithstanding this is the twelfth day 
since the flood, mostof the newspaper cor- 
respondents are still without sleeping accom- 
modations ofany kind, and as on the first 
day, are sleeping in barns, brick kilns 
and other places without cots or blankets. 
Cots have been sent them, they are told, but 
as they are too b to watch the 
trains, some one else gets them.

But two bodies had been recovered up to 
noon to-day, and it is quite likely that after 
to-day no bodies will be taken to any of the 
morgues on account of the bad state in which 
the bodies now are. There is now but 
little attempt at identification. The bodies 
are do badly decomposed that even 
@iter they have deen covered with 
disinfectants, the workmen cannot stand tho 
stench longer than to allow them to cut off 
their pockets, and lu this manner try to find 
some means of identification. Yesterday Rev. 
Dr. David Beals and nine other citizens of 
Johnstown identified, as they supposed, 
the body of young Mr. Austin, 
a prominent business man. They bad 
just nailed up the box containing the remains 
and were starting it to the cemetery when 
they were confronted by Mr. Austin, who had 
been carried away down the river. This only 
serves to show how difficult identification has 
become and why itis probable that within a 
dav or two the morgues will be entirely done 
away with.

THE COMMISSARY DEPARTMENTS. 


Arrangements Made for a Systematic Di- 
tribution of the Provisions. 


- JOHNSTOWN, Pa., June II.— After to-day all 
the commissary departments will be in charge 
of Col. J. L. Spangier, Assistant Quarter. 
master-General, with three assistants, Lieut, 
Beam, United States army, and Quarter- 
masters Brown and Albre, National Guard 
of Pennsylvania. There will be two post 
commissaries, the first in charge 
of Maj. Horn at the Pennsylvania 


Railroad freight depot, where all goods com- 
ing over the Pennsylvania Railroad will ba 
received and distributed. Tho second will be 
located at the Baltimore & Ohio Depot, in 
charge of Maj. Singer. There will be eleven 
district comissaries, as follows: First, at 
Murrovliville; second, at Cambria, in 
charge of Maj. Mayer, with two 
sergear.ts as assistants; the third at Kern- 
ville, in charge of Maj. Curtin; the fourth in 
Johnstown boreétgh, in charge of Lieut. 
Baker;the fifth in Conemaugh borough, in 
charge of Lieut. Wilson; the sixth in East 
Conemaugh, in chargeof Lieut. Koors, the 
seventh at Franklin, in charge of Lieut. 
Zeiden, the eighth at Prospect Hill, in 
charge of Lieut. Richardson; the Tenth, at 
Coopersdale, in charge of Lieut. Nichols, and 
the Eleventh, at South Fork, in charge of 
Lieut. Cox. Each will be assisted by Quarter- 
master and Commissary Sergeants. Their 
duty will be to] find all the neody and 
make alist of them and make requisitions on 
the Quartermaster-Genera! for provisions and 
distribute the same as fast as possibile. It is 
the intention to gradually induce the citi 

to take hold, and, as soon as possible, the en- 
tire commissary department will be turned 
over to the citizens. 

Col. Spangler said to-day: I have figured 
on feeding the sufferers in this section. Five 
days rations for 20,000 people, the number we 
will have totake care of, will cost $18,625, or 
about $3,600 per day. That is it would cost 
that much, had we to pay for the 
provisions. In about fifteen days 
when the Cambria Iron- works get 
started we will be relieved of about one-third 
this number. In this calculation I am nos 
figuring on the laborers but only the actual 
needy ones. Of course, as business com- 
mences and our stores openthe number will 
be reduced. The Cambrialron Company wi 
have their company store ready in afew days 
which will relieve us somewhat.’’ 


Trouble About Chicago’s Fund. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 11.—Messrs. Onahan, 
Rend and Ballard of the Chicago Relief Com- 
mittee this morning received a message from 


Mayor Cregier saying: 

Our funds are for the immediate wants of 
the living. Consider this,’’ 

The committee at once went to see Troeas- 
urer Thomson of the General Relief Fund and 
withdrew the Chicago contribution of $27,000, 
saying they would take the money with them 
to Chicago and hold it until they knew defi- 
nitely what action Gov. Beaver would take in 
regard to taking charge and paying for re- 
moving the debris at Johnstown. They 
were requested to leave the tunds sealed 
and placed in a vault, only to be opened up- 
on their order, but they preferred to take the 
money and did so. On their arrival in Chi- 
cago they said they would give the press thelr 
reasons for this action. They gave inquiring 
reporters to understand that they were dis- 

usted at the way in which the money sent 

ere had been perverted to clean up a State 
highway instead of being devoted for the 
homeless and suffering poor of Johnstown. 
COMPTROLLER ONAHAN EXPLAINS. 

CHICAGO, III., June 11.—City Comptroller 
Onaban and the other members of the com- 
mittee sent to Johnstown to see to the dis- 
tribution of Chicago’s contributions for the 
surviving sufferers of the flood, returned this 
morning. Mr. Onahan denied the truth of the 
report telegraphed from Pittsburg that he 
was dissatisfied with the management of the 
funds and that be had withdrawn $27,000 gifen 
over to the Pittsburg Committee because the 
money was being diverted from the purpose 
for which it was intended and used to pay for 
the clearing up of the debris of the Valley, a 
manifest duty of the State. 

**Now that is all wrong, said Mr. Onahan. 
1 did not withdraw one cent, and weare 
satisfied thatthe money will be used to the 
best advantage by the General Relief Commit- 
tee. During the first week of the flood 
ail money was used in a eneral way, 
but now the work of the State and the 
relief committee is well defined and everv- 
thing is working harmoniously. The Sta 
however, has been frightfully slow and Go 
Beaver did not arrive on the ground to eng 
in active work until the morning our commit- 
tee arrived and the State had done little to 
clear up the debris at that time.

THE CRONIN TRAGEDY. 


IMPORTANT TESTIMONY GIVEN AT THE 
CORONER’S INQUEST TO-DAY. 


A Saloon-Keeper Implicates 7 Detective 
Coughlin in a Plot to ‘‘Siug’’ or Kill 
Cronin—Ralilroad Clerk Haggerty’s Im- 
portant Testimony—Inspector Byrnes 
Makes Two Important Arrests. 


Onrcaco, III., June II.—It was given out on 
reliable authority at an early hour this morn- 
ing that James Moran, a driver inthe employ 
of the ice firm of McGinnis & Moran of 
Lakeview, was arrested late last night, and is 
held at the Central Police Station as a witness 
in the Cronin murder case. What Moran 
knows about the case could not be learned by 
the police, but they said he was avery im- 
portant witness, and that his arrest in 
all probability will be followed by sev- 
eral more. It is alleged that on the eve 
of Dr. Cronin’s disappearance Moran, in 


company with another man was seen in the 
vicinity of the Carlson cottage. He is also 
saidto be a member of the United Brother- 
hood and prominent in Clan-na-Gael circles, 
and that he was intimate with Detective 
Coughlin and F. O. Sullivan, who are now 
under indictment for complicity in the mur- 
der of Dr. Cronin. It is also stated that in ad- 
dition to the arrest of the above-named per- 
son Thomas Morgan and Patrick Gannon, a 
bar tender, were also placed under arrest. It 
i@stated that these two men are mainly held 
as witnesses untii the conclusion of the Coro- 
ner’s inquest. 

In the Cronin inquest this morning John O. 
Garrity, a saioon-keeper, testified that he was 
acquainted with Detective Coughlin, now un- 
der indictment for complicity in the assassi- 
nation. The witness declared that Oougblin 
came to him and said that he wanted to hirea 
tough character known as ‘‘Major’’ Sampson 
tosiung a man. The witness told Sampson 
about it, andafew days later Sampson told 
him (Garrity) that the man Coughlin wanted 
slugged was Dr. Cronin. He wanted bim 
slugged with a base ball but and disfigured for 
life. If it killed him it would not make much 
difference. 

MR. HAGGERTY’S TESTIMONY. 

J. H. Hageerty, arailroad clerk, gave the 
most important testimony of the morning. 
After the trial of Dr. Cronin he said Alexander 
Sullivan told him that Dr. Cronin was 
a scoundrel and a menace to the Irish cause. 
It was the impression of the witness 
that Sullivan was trying to express the 
opinion that Cronin should be exterminated. 
The witness was of the same opinion at that 
time. About that time a circular had been is- 
sued saying that many Scotland Yard de- 
tectives had left England for America 
to attempt to find out some of the secrets of 
the order and every person who was a mem- 
ber was on tbe lookout for informers. Tim 
Crane,who has since died,circulated the state- 
ment that Cronin was a ‘dangerous man and 
a traitor. At that time Sullivan was not alone 
in his opinion. Le Caron,who was a friend of 
Alexander Sullivan, was a member of the 
committee which tried Dr. Cronin. He was 
introduced to the witness by Sullivan at the 
trial as a man worthy of confidence in the 
Irish cause. He was opposed to Dr. Cronin at 
the time on acconnt of the statements from 
Alexander Sullivan. 


Arrests by Inspector Byrnes. 


New YORK, June 1l.—Acting upon instruo- 
tions from the Chicago police, Inspector 
Byrnes to-day caused the arrest of John

MONTICELLO SEMINARY. 


Corner-Stone Laying of the New Building on 
the 5l1st Anniversary.

GODFREY, III., June 11.—The fifty-first ann 
versary of Monticello Seminary at Godfrey 
occurred to-day, and instead of the usual com- 
mencement exercises the day was observed 
in the ceremony of laying the corner-stone of 
the new seminary building to be erected. 
The exercises took place on the beautiful 
campus directly in front of what remains of 
the charred ruins of the time-honored build- 
ing destroyed by fire on the fourth day of last 
November.

people, everyone of which was occupied. 
At 10:30 o’clock the students, facuity and 
board of trustees, headed by Postlewalte s 
band of St. Louis, marched from the tempor- 
ary school building and took seats on the 
platform. The exercises were opened with an 
eloquent invocation by Dr. Wolff of Alton. 
The address of welcome was delivered ina 
few —4 Og eee words of greeting by Rev. 
George Nye Boardman, D. D., of Chicago, the 
rresident of the Board of Trustees. An his- 
torical address on the Seminary was delivered 
by Rev. Dr. Dimon of Brighton. 
The speaker reviewed the history and good 
works of the institution during its fifty years 
of existence since the foundation by Benjamin 
Godfrey in 1838, and beautifully yet graph- 
ically pictured the destruction of the time- 
honored building by fire last fall. 

The senior class, students, faculty and 
trustees, headed by the band and followed by 
the audience, then marched to the foundation 
of the new building, where the ceremonies of 
laying the cornerstone were carried out. 
Miss Lila L. Haskell of Waldoboro, Me., 
read the class poem and the class paper 
of introduction was read by Miss 
Fritschie of Brighton.

CONGRESS IN OCTOBER. 

When Congress adjourned without pass- 
ing any measure to check a dangerous 
surplus accumulation by cutting down 
meediess and oppressive taxes, the new 
Administration, confident of its ability to 
dispose of the surplus, refused to call the 
new Congress in extra session. Both 
Houses had become Republican. There 
was no longer any difference of opinion 
between them, or between either of them 
and the President, to excuse inaction. 
The interests of the tax-payers, the busi- 
ness interests of the masses, were sacri- 
oed to a party exigency or toa party 
compact with subsidized monopolies, 
boodle raisers and surplus squanderers. 

The result has been that every working 
day since the 4th of March has been the 
date of some new wage reduction or 
strike in the protected industries. Miners 
of iron and coal, metal workers, opera- 
tives in woolen, cotton and silk mills and 
in nearly all the industries in which 
wages were said to depend on the main- 
tenance of the present tariff, have had 
their wages reduced 10,20 or 30 per cent or 
have been forced into idleness. Tariff 
changes by arbitrary executive rulings 
and ali other administrative expedients 
have failed to remedy the evils of exist- 
ing legislation; the surplus keeps on in- 
creasing and so do industrial disturb- 
ances and business embarrassments. 

Yet we are told that Congress is to be 
convened in October not to remedy these 
evils, but to strengthen by purely partisan 
action the grip of the party that is bound 
by compact with boodle-raisers to main 
tainthem. It is not to cut down taxes, 
but to throw tax reducers, out of Congress, 
increase the majority in favor of high tax- 
ation and surplus squandering and reduce 
the minority to a mere cipher by an arbi- 
trary change of the rules. 

Such partisan work will not pay. The 
minority to be put down represented in 
the last election a plurality of nearly one 
hundred thousand in the popular vote,and 
high taxes and huge appropriations can- 
not make falling wages popular.

A TAX RING. 


Exposure of a Scheme to Defraud Chicago 
and Cook County. 


Curcaco, III., June 1l1.—The Daily News 
states that it has laid before the Citizens’ As- 
sociation the details ofa plan to defraud the 
county out of more than a quarter of a million 
dollars in taxes, and calls upon the Assessors 
of the South and West towns to use their ut- 
most vigilance to prevent it. The conspiracy, 


it is alleged, is among unscrupulous employes 
and ex-employes of the county. Confeder- 
ates are sent among property-owners who can 
be approached with safety and they are in- 
formed that their taxes can be reduced one- 
half. The fee for such reduction is to be 
one-haif of the amount saved to the pro- 

erty owner. In sbort, if the taxes were 

1,000 and were reduced to $500, the adjuster 
would expect to get §250. The adjuster argues 
that the assessment being reduced it is safe to 
assume that it will remain reduced for several 
years. Ihe reduction is a very simple mat- 
ter. The conspirater, who is a trusted em- 
ploye of the Assessor’s office, will procure a 
key and at all times have access to the blot- 
ters or pads upon which the assessments are 
entered and exposed to the | pate for inspec- 
tion and correction. These blotters are made 
out by districts and are exposed usually on 
the second Tuesday in June for a few days 
thereafter. Erasures and corrections, 
honestly made are of frequent occurrence. 
Hence the erasures of the conspirators would 
not be noticed. The Assessor cannot oversee 
such matters of detall. Extra men, bunglers 
at that, are employed for days to write up the 
books. Everything is done in a hu and 
men work night and day after the inspection 
is over to transfer the corrected figures from 
the biotters to the permanent books. This 
work is done in such haste and in such & per- 
functory way that if a property owner’s as- 
sessment, which might be on forty par- 
cele of reality, were reduced in total 
from $250,000 to $125,000 the closest scrutiny 
would scarce indicate it. The conspirators 
having a detailed description of a lotof prop- 
erty, "proveriy classified by means of the 
trusted employe’s kev, can in ten minutes 
make changes that will defraud the city and 
county of hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
It is declared that the plan was tried In a small 
way last year and that the gang netted $13,000 
from it. One of the conspirators is quoted as 
saying that he would not take $100,000 for bis 
share of this year’s work on that line. The 
News informs the Assessors in these towns 
that a watch will be placed upon the doings in 
their offices.

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CAUSE OF THE DELAY IN SIGNING IT BY 
OUR COMMISSIONERS. 


A Question of Nominal Indemnity to Ger- 
many or None at All—The United States 
Government’s View of the Matter—A 
Masked Retreat—The Restoration of the 
Native Government. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPatTon. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., June 10.—The Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent learns authorita- 
tively that the question of nominal indemnity 
to Germany, or no indemnity at all, for the 
Samoan attack upon theGerman landing party 
last December is the cause of the not un- 
reasonable delay at the State Department in 
authorizing our Oommissioners at Berlin to 
affix their signatures to the treaties. This 
question is still under careful consideration 
by the Secretary and by tne President, who is 
giving his persomal attention to it. They 
have no wish to submit the Administra- 
tion to either partisan or popular 
criticism, or to burden their friends in the 
Senate with the defense of their action, when 
the treaty shall goto that body for ratifica- 
tion, by accepting even the naked principle 
of an indemnity as long as there is a reason- 
able prospect that Germany, for the sake of 
lasting peace and good neighborhood, may be 
induced to waive what is now buta matter of 
sentiment. In point of fact, our Government 
does not admit that the case is one where the 
German Government should either ask or ex- 
pect indemnity, either in substance or upon 
principle. The State Department view is that 
the German aggression upon an active inter- 
vention in the political affairs of the; Samoan 
people, all conducted by and under the official 
color of the German consulate and naval 
squadron, constituted a state of quasi war 
between Germany and Samoa and justified the 
chieftain, Mataafa, in considering the conduct 


tile demonstration or movement and treating 
it accordingly, which is exactlyjwhatjhe did and 
only did. The German contention is irrecon- 
cilable with this official American view. The 
Commissioners at Berlin have stoutly main- 
tained the argument that the only war or 
state of hostilities in Samoa was between two 
native factions and that official German ac- 
tion was strictly limited to the protection 
of German subjects and property against 
a barbarous people and practices and 
toamiliand cautionary punishment of the 
conscious insults of a petty and half-civilized 
ruler of afaction. They insisted that Mataata 


was perfectly aware of the non-beligerent 
and mere precautionary character of the Ger- 
man naval visit to Fagaii, and that it was in 
the general interest of civilization and com- 
mercial security that a reasonable yet sub- 
stantial indemnity should be paid by the Sa- 
moan Government, whén reconstituted, for 
this wanton attack upon an unsuspecting de- 
tachment of the German marine. 

; A MASKED RETREAT. 

The validity of this position was not for one 
moment, nor in the smallest extent, conceded 
by our commissioners, and it is stated that 
itfound not a particle of English wig eo 
but in view of the concessions y ithe 
Germans in the matter of the reparation of 
King Malietoa and the embarrassment to fut- 
ure German relations with Samoa, and the 
wound to German self-esteem if the emphatic 
and published declarations of Prince Bismarck 
in respect of exacting signal reparation for 
this and other aseaults upon German dignity, 
sbould now be utterly abandoned, our com- 
missioners, subject tothe approval of their 
Government, have consented to a masked re- 
treat in the form of a nominal indemnity. 

To this the President and Secretary of State 
will agree, when convinced there can be no 
treaty without, for, as the informant says: 
Mr. Blaine has no idea of giving up the sub- 
stance for a shadow, though he would might- 
8 the ghadow in addition.“ 

here is a possibility that our legation at 
London has been called upon to see if it be 
not practicable to exert pressure upon Berlin 
through the Marquis of Salisbury to remove 
this one obstacle to an immediate and suc- 
cessful closing of the conference, but it has 
not been possible to verify this asafact. At 
all events, if Germany obstinately stands out 
for the shadow of a nominal indemnity she 
willl get it, but the satisfaction of it will 
probably be alltaken away by the explana- 
tions to be given at the proper time and place, 
astowhy our Government yielded a point 
upon which it regards itself us theoreticaliy 
unassailable. 

A matter of minor difficulty, which, how- 
ever, no longer stands in the way, is that of 
the nature and extent of tripartite interven- 
tion in the rehabilitation of the native Govern- 
ment. Mr. Blaine bas been unflinching in the 
resolution that the future political state ofthe 
islands shall be one of complete and lasting 
independence. The proposal of a mixed com- 
mission on land titles, claimed by foreigners. 
gave him no concern, it being a necessity of 
the situation and quite as important to Amer!i- 
can interests as to those of Germany, besides 
which it did no harm to Samoan autonomy 
and the 8 of it has long been fa- 
miliar in the ex- territorial jurisdiction exer- 
cised or participated in by the United States 
in such so-called barbarous countries as 
Turkey, Egypt, Morocco and Japan. 

THE RESTORATION OF GOVERNMENT. 

Hé also realized that as the official action of 
the German authorities in Samoa and the un- 
authorized zeal of our own consular repre- 
sentatives had, together with the intrigues of 
foreign residents, resuited in overthrowing 
settled Government for the time being, it was 
only proper that the civilized Governments 
concerned should co-operate in restoring the 
status quo ante so far as possibile. But he has 
been almost hypocriticalily anxious that 
nothing in the 8 or text ot the treaty 
sbould remain give color to any misunder- 
standing of the fundamental condition that 
from the moment of restoration of the status 
to the extent that it can be restored, the 
natives shall be utterly free to alter and 
amend its status as they choose without the 
smallest show of visible interference or 
pressure by any or all ot the three external 
Governments, 

The return of Malietoa is to be a personal 
reparation, not a regal registration. True he 
is King de jure, a circumstance not at all dis- 
agreeable to our authorities, but his becoming 
or remaining King de facto is a matter that he 
and his fellow Samoans will have to settle 
among themselves. It will not be possible to 
prevent preponderating German interests from 
pushing their influence or corruption. But 
the State Department has resolved that every 
excuse for open intervention, however exer- 
cised, shall be avoided by the treaty. The de- 
termination is extremely acceptable to the 
Australians and accounts for the handsome 
support that our commissioners have received 
from ther British colleagues at Berlin. Lord 
Salisbury has heard from the colony officials 
since he instructed Lord Sackville to stand 
fast by the German minister in tlie conference 
at Washington in 1887.

' SEATTLE’S GRIT, 


The City Rising From Its Ashes—Portiand’s 
Generosity, 


SEATTLE, W. T., June 11.—The town is 
rapidly quieting down again after the great 
blaze of last week through the vigorous meas- 
ures to maintain order. There are still many 
families who find their only shelter under 
tents, and bankers and merchants are open- 
ing their business in any place where busi- 
ness is possible. The militia and special po- 
lice continue to patrol the streets, and no one 
who has nota pass is allowed to enter the 
burned district. Numerous attempts at burg- 


lary have been frustrated, and one thief who 
was caught barely escaped being lynched. 
Several murderous assaults which were made 
on merchants — the fire are now being 
reported. Although it is still impossible to 
correctly ascertain the loss of life, it is not 
— believed that more than five persons 
erished. The previous suffering has been 
alleviated by the arrival of bounteous supplies 
which are being distributed. The bank vaults 
have been uncovered and opened, and their 
contents found to be uninjured. 


Funds for Seattle. 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 11.—The various com- 
mittees were out collecting for the Seattie and 
Johnstown sufferers yesterday and met with 
good success. About $9,700 was collected di- 


vided as follows: Seattle, $5,500; Johnstown, 
$4,200. At alate hour Sunday night Charles 
H. Dodd, the Chairman of the Relief Commit- 
tee for Seattle and Johnstown, received a dis- 
pases from Judge Lewis, Chairman of the Re- 

lef Committee at Seattle, in which he says: 

A careful examination discloses much des- 
tituttion which might be relieved. Thousands 
are being fed and lodged. The work of re- 
building has commenced. Soon more labor 
will be employed, but mednwhile hundreds 
must live in tents for months.’’ 

A meeting was held last night by the Board 
of Trade and the situation was discussed, and 
if necessary $30,000 or $50,000 will be raised in 
Portiand to relieve the needy of Seattle.

BIGH WATER IN INDIANA. 


Serious Damage te Agricultural Lands— 
A Village Inundated by Backwater. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 11.—Although 
there has been no rainfall during the last twen- 
ty-four hours, White River and other Indiana 
streams have continued to rise. Thousands 
of acres of farm land are under water, and 
the damage to crops and property is high up 
in the thousands.

In 
Owen County 2,500 acres of crops are under 
water, and in Morgan, Bartholomew, Clay and 
Greene Counties it is estimated that over 10,- 
000 acres more are inundated.

Attempt of a Gambler to Secure His Tools 
That Were Seized in a Raid—The Pelice 
Board Determines to Fight the Case and 
Employs Special Counsel—The Case To- 


OCAL gamblers all 
know Singleton 
Cave, the white- 
haired profession- 
al gaming-house 
keepor, who is de- 
fending the prac- 
tice of tiger-keep- 
Ning with audacity 
and nerve. He has 
been for many 
years on the green 
of St. Louis and 
all poker and far” 
players in the city 
have rested their 
eyes on his white 
hairs at least once 
in their career of 
crime. He has re- 
fused to be put down by the many at- 
tacks the police have made upon 
him. He has refused to give up what 
he calls his business, and now stands practi- 
cally alone against the Police Board in his de- 
tense of gambling. The police anxious to in- 
foree the law and being morally certain that 
Cave was running a game, to secure the evi- 
dence against him which the courts have held 
was necessary sent patrolmen in the 
GUISE OF TELEGRAPH LINEMEN 
up telegraph poles. These men, looking in 
the windows of Cave’s den, saw faro being 
dealt and money staked. Then a raid was 
made. Cave’s players and outfit were cap- 
tured. The outfit was taken to the Four 
Courts, with the players, the dealer and Cave. 
Charges were preferred and the goods were 
stored. The raid was on May 18. 

On the Thursday following Cave capped the 
climax of barefaced audacity by suing out a 
writ of replevin against Chief of Police 
Huebler, Chief of Detectives Hugh O’ Neil and 
Captain ofthe Central Police District Peter 
Joyce, to recover the gambling tools. 
The suit was brougt before Jus- 
tice of the Peace James J. Spaulding, 
who issued the writ on Cave's furnishing a 
bond, with A. E. Furber as surety. On May 25 
the tools were secured an rned over to 
Marshall F. McDonald, Cave attorney. 

THE STATEMENT 
on which the writ was issued is as follows: 

Plaintiff states that be is lawfully entitled to 
the possession of one set of poker checks, 820

WITNESSES UNDER BOND. 


NO MORE ERNST JOHN INCIDENTS IN THE 
LEHMANN CASES. 


Judge Thayer Takes the Recognizances of 
the Men for Whom Fraudulent Naturali- 
zation Papers Were Secured—The Dele- 
gate Will Go to Trial in the First Case on 
Thursday—Filley’s Theory. 


HE chief witnesses in 
the seven cases against 
Delegate Julius Leh- 
mann, indicted for 
having falsely sworn 
to the qualifications 
of foreigners applying 
for naturalization 
papers, were brought 
intothe United States 
District Court this 
morning. Each witness was required to fur- 
nish bond in the sum of $500 for his prompt 
appearance in court on the days on which the 
cases are set down for trial, and on all dates 
which may be subsequentiy ordered by the 
court. Judge Thayer took the personal 
recognizances of the witnesses to appear as 
follows: Charles Beintker, Thursday, 15th 
inst.; Henry Balzer, Albert Ziesemann, Gus- 
tav Woehner, J. Schaub and Henry Diecken, 
Tuesday, 18th inst., and J. Repp, Tuesday, 
Bit h inst. Each of these witnesses secured 
naturalization papers at the Four Courts 
while the citizenship mill was in operation 
last September and October. As they 
are not old residents in this city and 
as the spiriting away of witnessns has been 
suggested by friends of the politicians as one 
way out of the tight box it was deemed advis- 
able to bind the witnesses over to answer 
when called. Lehmann will de put 
on itrial before a jury in the 
United District Court on next Thurs- 
day morning. District Attorney Reynolds 
announces thatthe Government is ready for 
trial and that as far as he can now judge there 
is no reason for postponing the trial of the 
cases. Lehmann through his attorney bas 
reluctantly consented. He on yesterday 
waived the reading of the indictments against 
him and entered pleas of not guilty to the 
charges. 
THE GRAND-JURY 

was in session again to-day and heard the tes- 
timony of a number of witnesses in cases in 
which Democratic ward politicians are sus- 
pected of having procured naturalization pa- 
pers by the same methods which nave been 
made the basis of the prosecutions in the 
Lehmann and Neibert cases. 

Speaking of the charge that he had at- 
tein pted to fasten the responsibility for the is- 
suv of the bogus naturalization papers on 
Democratic office-holders, Special Henry W. 
Ehlert to-day said: ‘‘Tbat story is all non- 
sense. lam nottrying to implicate anybody 
but those who have implicated them- 
selves. In my investigations I have 
no political preferences. I have been retained 
to secure and present to the District Attorney 
the evidences of any violations of the Federal 
laws. That's What I propose to do, and not 
to echeme to implicate anybody.’’

REVIVING AN OLD BUSINESS. 


St. Louis Tobacco Manufacturers Pledged 
to Support Home Sellers. 


The tobacco committee appointed recently, 
as aresult ofthe meeting of the warehouse, 
shipping and manufacturing interests, with 
the object of increasing the importance of St. 
Louis as a leaf tobacco market, has been doing 
some very good work, and will hold a meeting 
to-morrow which it is expected will place the 


matter in definite shape. Since the committee 
was appointed it has obtaineda pledge from 
the local manufacturers that they will give 
St. Louis the preference in all their pur- 
chases, prices in other markets and 
freights to this citv considered and taken 
as a whole. The pledge is that they 
will pay at least freight charges above any 
other market for leat sent here for sale. The 
troubie, it has always been claimed, has been 
that the St. Louig manufacturers would not 
buy at home at equal prices, and though 
they have denied the justness of this 
charge, such a pledge as has been 
given by them was not expected. The 
meeting to-morrow will embrace this agree- 
ment of the manufacturers in an address to 
be sent to the trade and farmers and shippers 
generally. It will also make a strong feature 
of State inspection at this point, and firmly 
establish the rule that aseller must deliver 
exactly what he sells, or puy the difference. 
There will be a strong provision 
against what is known as ‘‘nest- 
ing., making up a bale with good 
tobacco, where it will be broken or sampled— 
a practice which prevails in other markets. 
It was expected that something would also be 
done toward encouraging the production of 
tobacco in Missouri, bus as separate ware- 
housemen have been sending out $5,000 to 
$7,000 worth of seed a year without any good 
results this will not be done. 
Missouri, the manufacturers say, was a big 
producer when St. Louis was the fifth manu- 
facturing polntin the country, but now that 
Louis occupies first place, the industry in 
the State has dwindled to nothing.

‘ SEATTLE’s GRIT. 


The City Rising From Its Ashes—Portiand’s 
Generosity, 


SEATTLE, W. T., June 11.—The town is 
rapidly quieting down again after the great 
blaze of last week through the vigorous meas- 
ures to maintain order. There are still many 
families who find their only shelter under 
tents, and bankers and merchants are open- 
ing their business in any place where busi- 
ness is possible. The militia and special po- 
lice continue to patrol the streets, and no one 
who has nota pass is allowed to enter the 
burned district. Numerous attempts at burg- 


lary have been frustrated, and one thief who 
was caught barely escaped being lynched. 
Several murderous assaults which were made 
on merchants pores the fire are now being 
reported. Although it is still impossible to 
correctly ascertain the loss of life, it is not 
— . believed that more than five persons 
erished. The previous suffering has been 
alleviated by the arrival of bounteous supplies 
which are béing distributed. The bank vaults 
have been uncovered and opened, and their 
contents found to be uninjured. 


Funds for Seattle. 


PORTLAND, Ore., June 11.—The various com- 
mittees were out collecting for the Seattie and 
Johnstown sufferers yesterday and met with 
good success. About $9,700 was collected di- 


vided as follows: Seattle, $5,500; Johnstown, 
$4,200. At a late hour Sunday night Charles 
H. Dodd, the Chairman of the Relief Commit- 
tee for Seattle and Johnstown, received a dis- 
x. from Judge Lewis, Chairman of the Re- 

lef Committee at Seattle, in which he says:

Thousands 
are being fed and lodged. The work of re- 
building has commenced.

BIGH WATER IN INDIANA. 


Serious Damage to Agricultural Lands—

In 
Owen County 2,500 acres of crops are under 
water, and in Morgan, Bartholomew, Clay and 
Greene Counties it is estimated that over 10,- 
000 acres more are inundated.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., June 11.—Cole Younger, 
who was notorious in Western Wyoming as a 
bad man, was drowned while attempting to 
ford a river on horseback. The only witness 


to the accident was Ernest Williams, who has 
been a partner with Younger in several horse- 
stealing scrapes. He told so many contra- 
dictory stories of the manner in which 
Younger met his death that he was arrested 
and lodged in jail at Evanston and he will be 
held untilthe recovery of Younger’s body.

SINGLETON CAVE’S REPLEVIN SUIT AGAINST 
THE POLICE. 


Attempt of a Gambler to Secure His Tools 
That Were Seized in a Raid—The Pelice 
Board Determines to Fight the Case and 
Employs Special Counsel—The Case To- 


OCAL gamblers all 
know Singleton 
Cave, the white- 
haired profession- 
al gaming-house 
keeper, who is de- 
fending the prac- 
tice of tiger-keep- 
ing with audacity 
and nerve. He has 
been for many 
years on the green 
of St. Louis and 
all poker and faro 
players in the city 
have rested their 
eyes on his white 
hairs at least once 
in their career of 
crime. He has re- 


fused to be put down by the many at- 
tacks the police have made upon 
him. He has refused to give up what 
he calls his business, and now stands practi- 
Cally alone against the Police Board in his de- 
fense of gambiing. The police anxious to in- 
foree the law and being morally certain that 
Cave was running a game, to secure the evi- 
dence against him which the courts have held 
was necessary sent patrolmen in the

up telegraph poles. These men, looking in 
the windows of Cave’s den, saw faro being 
dealt and money staked. Then a raid was 
made. Cave’s players and outfit were cap- 
tured. The outfit was taken to the Four 
Courts, with the players, the dealer and Cave. 
Charges were preferred and the goods were 
stored. The raid was on May 18. 

Qn the Thursday following Cave capped the 
climax of barefaced audacity by suing out a 
writ of replevin against Chief of Police 
Huebler, Chief of Detectives Hugh O’ Neil and 
Captain ofthe Central Police District Peter 
Joyca, to recover the gambling tools. 
The suit was brougt before Jus- 
tice of the Peace James J. Spaulding, 


who issued the writ on Cave's furnishing a 
bond, with A. E. Furber as surety. On May 25 
the tools were secured and turned over to 
Marshall F. McDonald, Cave’s attorney. 

THE STATEMENT 
on which the writ was issued is as follows: 

Plaintiff states that be is lawfully entitled to 
the possession of one set of poker checks, 820 
in number, one dealing box made of cloth 
and wood, one case-keeper, one check 
rack of the value of $100; that the 
same is wron — detained by te 
defendants at the City Of St. Louis, Mo., afore- 
said; that the same has not been siezed under 
any process, exeoution or attachment against 
the property of the laintiff; that the 
said property has een injured and 
is liable to further injury. and 
complete destruction by defendants; 
and that for the taking and detention of suid 
property and for all injuries thereto the plain- 
tit has been damaged $15 damages for the 
taking and detention thereof and for all in- 
juries thereto. SINGLETON D. Cave, 
Plaintiff. 

THE CASE WAS SET 
for June 4, and was continued until this 
morning. 

At II o’clock to-day the office of Justice of 
the Peace Spaulding was filled with blue 
coats. Chief Huebler and adozen policemen 
who participated in tne raid of Cave's place 
were there. Warrick Hough, the late 
Assistant United States District Attorney, 
who has been employed by the Police Board 
to attend to the 2 — cases, was not there. 
He only obtained release from bis duties in 
the bederail courts to-day and was not ready 
to go on with the gambling cases. So the case 
was continued again until June 18, when it 
Will be tried. 

Cave relies on the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court that a pack of cards is nota 
gambling device to maintain his position. He 
will hold that all of the implements can be put 
to innocent uses and because they are used 
or have been used for games of 

hance does not prevent them from 
being used innocently. He also 
maintains that the tools are personal prop- 
erty, and could no more be attacked by the 
police than could the liquors in a bar-rooin 
closed for failure of the pro- 
prietor to pay license. 

There will probäbly be little dispute as to 
the facts in the case, and whatever the de- 
cision of the justice the case will be appealed.

NO MORE ERNST JOHN INCIDENTS IN THE 
LEHMANN CASES. 


Judge Thayer Takes the Recognizances of 
the Men for Whom Fraudulent Naturali- 
zation Papers Were Secured—The Dele- 
gate Will Go to Tria! in the First Case on 
Thursday—Filley’s Theory. 


HE chief witnesses in 
the seven cases against 
Delegate Julius Leh- 
mann, indicted for 
having falsely sworn 
to the qualifications 
of foreigners applying 
for naturalization 
papers, were brought 
into the United States 
District Court this 
morning. Each witness was required to fur- 
nish bond in the sum of $500 for his prompt 
appearance In court on the days on which the 
cases are set down for trial, and on ali dates 
which may be subsequentiy ordered by the 
court. Judge Thayer took the personal 
recognizances of the witnesses to appear as 
follows: Charles Beintker, Thursday, 138th 
inst.; Henry Balzer, Albert Ziesemann, Gus- 
tav Woehner, J. Schaub and Henry Diecken, 
Tuesday, 18th inst., and J. Repp, Tuesday, 
2th inst. Each of these witnesses secured 
naturalization papers at the Four Courts 
while the citizenship mill was in operation 
last September and October. As they 
are not old residents in this city and 
as the spiriting away of witnessns has been 
suggested by friends of the politicians as one 
way out of the tight box it was deemed advis- 
able to bind the witnesses over to answer 
when called. Lehmann will de put 
on {trial before a jury in the 
United District Court on next Thurs- 
day morning. District Attorney Reynolds 
announces thatthe Government is ready for 
trial and that as far as he can now judge there 
ia no reason for postponing the trial of the 
cases. Lehmann through his attorney has 
reluctantly consented. He on yesterday 
waived tne reading of the indictments against 
him and entered pleas of not guilty to the 


charges. 
THE GRAND-JURY 

was in session again to-day and heard the tes- 
timony of a number of witnesses in cases in 
which Democratic ward politicians are sus- 
pected of having procured naturalization pa- 
pers by the same methods which have been 
made the basis of the prosecutions in the 
Lehmann and Neibert cases. 

Speaking of the charge that he had at- 
tom pt ed to fasten the responsibility for the is- 
suv of the bogus naturalization papers on 
Democratic office-holders, Special Henry W. 
Ehlert to-day said: That story is all non- 
sense. lam nottrying to implicate anybody 
but those who have implicated them- 
selves. In my investigations I have 
no political preferences. I have been retained 
to secure and present to the District Attorney 
the evidences of any violations of the Federal 
laws. That's what I propose to do, and not 
to echeme to implicate anybody.’’

REVIVING AN OLD BUSINESS. 


St. Louis Tobacco Manufacturers Pledged 
to Support Home Sellers. 


The tobacco committee appointed recently, 
as a result ot the meeting of the warehouse, 
shipping and manufacturing interests, with 
the object of increasing the importance of St. 
Louis as a leaf tobacco market, has been doing 
some very good work, and will hold a meeting 
to-morrow which it is expected will place the 


matter in definite shape. Since the committee 
was appointed it has obtaineda pledge from 
the local manufacturers that they will give 
St.. Louis the preference in all their pur- 
chases, prices in other markets and 
freights to this city considered and taken 
as a whole. The pledge is that they 
will pay at least freight charges above any 
other market for leat sent here for sale. The 
troubie, it has always been claimed, has been 
that the St. Louis manufacturers would not 
buy at home at equal prices, and though 
they have denied the justness of this 
charge, such a pledge as has been 
given by them was not expected. The 
meeting to-morrow will embrace this agree- 
ment of the manufacturersin an address to 
be sent to the trade and farmers and shippers 
generally. It willalso make astrong feature 
of State inspection at this point, and firmly 
establish the rule that aseller must deliver 
exactly what he sells, or pay the difference. 
There will be a strong provision 
against what is known ‘*nest- 
ing., making up a bale with good 
tobacco, where it will be broken or sampled— 
a practice which prevails in other markets. 
It was expected that something would also be 
done toward encouraging the production of 
tobacco in Miseourl, bat as separate ware- 
housemen have been sending out $5,000 to 
$7,000 worth of seed a year without any good 
results this will not be done. 
Missouri, the manufacturers 1 * was a dig 
producer when St. Louis was the fifth manu- 
facturing polnt in the country, but now that 
Louis occupies first place, the industry in 
the State has dwindled to nothing.

N illustration of the 
danger attached tothe 
operation of the Pop- 
lar street track of the 
Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem was again demon- 
strated lastnight. This 
time, however, the 
accident was to a pas- 
senger train, fully oc- 
cupied, instead ot to a 
freight, as usual, and 
it is difficult to see 
how apy power could 
intervene to prevent a 
fearful loss of life. As 
it was but one man 
was injured so that he died before he could be 
taken to the hospital, while another, the 
engineer, was so seriously injured that it was 
at once stated he could not live. In addition 
to these, four others carry evidences of hay- 
ing been in the accident. John Gerhart, 
a switchman, was the one killed al- 
most instantly, and Wm. Diemert, the 
engineer, the one fatally injured. James 
Trainer, a track repairer, bad an arm crushed 
so that it had to be amputated, and was oth- 
erwise injured; Frank Carr, the fireman, es- 
caped with but few injuries; Scott Powers, a 
switchman, was slightly bruised, the chief 
injury being u scalp wound which rendered 
him unconscious for a few minutes, and 
George Kraft, a mail clerk, was badly shaken 
up. The passenger coaches were crowded 
with people but beyond a bad scare they came 
out of the accident all right. 
THE STORY OF THE ACCIDENT 
is the same old one; the one that has 
been repeated so often, with varia- 
tions, since the track was constructed. 
The train was a through Iron Mountain 
passenger, from Texarkana to St. Louis, 
and consisted of a Missouri Pacific 
switch engine and tender, baggage and mail 
cars, a smoking car, chair car and two sleep- 
ing cars. Theswitch engine was in charge of 
Engineer Wm. Diemert and Frank Carr, fire- 
man, andthe train under the care of Oon- 
ductor J. A. Guion. Whether the engineer 
was to blame or not is a question which will 
probably never be settled. The accident oc- 
curred at the treacherous curve coming into 
Poplar street from the Levee. The street is 
very narrow there, the space is cramped and 
the curve is necessarily sharp. In addition to 
this there is a considerable of an up grade on 
Poplar street west of the curve, and to over- 
come this and carry the train over 
the bill it necessary to throw 
on a good head of steam and 
get up considerable speed in rounding the 
curve. This Engineer Diemert did, and, as 
frequently occurs, 
HIS ENGINE LEFT THE TRACK 
and crashed into the brick wall of the Bridge- 
Beach manufacturing establishment. As it 
left the track the engine seemed toturna 
somersault and the tender went over it and 
was hurled almost to the opposite side of the 
Bridge-Beach room. Theengine tailed after 
itand fellonitssideand back onthe track, 
the engineer being caught initso that he 
could hot extricate himself, while at the same 
time the steam from the boiler was pouring 
out and boiling his flesh. There were a num- 
ber of spectatora of the accident, and the 
engineer’s danger was apparent to all, but 
everybody stood back and it seemed as ifthe 
imprisoned man was. to be left to his fate. 
Suddenly Fred H. Moore of No. 1114 Chouteau 
avenue and Charles Elliott of 1202 Salisbury 
street darted out from among a group of 
spectators and sprang down into the engine 
of the wreck and released the engineer. He 
was a terrible looking object when released, 
and when taken to the Missouri Pacific Hos- 
pital his injuries were pronounced fatal. He 
died early this morning. 
THE INJURIES TO GERHART 
were even more terrible. He was standing 
on the platform between the mail and — 5 
age cars with James Trainer. It can hardly 

0 — tg just how he was so fearfully 
mangied, as Trainer, who was with bim, es- 
caped with only minor injuries, while both of 
Gerhart’s legs were broken, his body was 
almost cut in two, his bowels: protruding, and 
he was severely bruised and scaided. He was 
rescued from his position as soon as possibile 
and placed in an ambulance to be taken to the 
Missouri Pacific Hospital, but died before he 
reached that institution. 

The injury to Kraft, the mailclerk, was on 
the bead, and inflicted by a brick fallin into 
his car from the wall of the Bridge-Beach 
building. Scott Powers, the switchman, who 
was riding between the tender and mail car, 
was thrown a considerable distance against a 
fence, and received only minor injuries, 
though his escape from death was miraculous. 

THE TRAIN’S SPEED 
will remain a matter of mystery. As In all cases 
the trainmen are mysterious and non-com- 
mittal. Conductor Guion puts it at seven to 
eight miles an hour, others at ten to twenty, 
and Frank Williams, who rides on the train 
frequently to the Union Depot from the Levee, 
— thirty-five miles an hour. The
